days ago revolted a gainst special as­ 
sessm en ts for the 
Michigan copper 
m ine strik e and th e use of the card 
system . 
Many arm ed deputies were at the 
hall to preserve order at a meeting 
called to outline plans for settling the 
differences betw een 
the 
factions of 
the local union. 
M any 
of the seceders, 
who have 
planned to organize a new union u n ­ 
der 
the auspices of the 
Industrial 
W orkers of the World, were around 
the m in ers’ headquarters. 
T he 
insurgents 
started 
to storm, 
according to Sheriff Driscoll’s depu 
ties stationed there, and several shots 
were fired in the air to drive the be­

Onlookers Shot and Killed. 


More shots were fired and E rnest 
Ney, traveling inspector for the Mon­ 
tan a dem u rrag e bureau, fell dead. He 
was only an onlooker. 
J.

Brune, 
fifty-two years old. 
who w as going u p stairs to attend the 
m eeting in 
M iners’ hall, 
was 
shot 
through the head as the deputies, des­ 
perate at the continued onset of the 
men, 
fired 
at every

sight. 
Brune cannot recover, it is said. 
T he third m an shot in the first on­ 
slaught was C harles H arm er of Los 
Angeles, a bystander. 
A bullet graz­ 
ed his abdom en, b ut he was not se­ 
riously hurt. 
As th e th ree men fell th e a ttack ers 
bet am e frightened and fell back. 
The 
deputies then reloaded their w eapons 
and prepared for any renew ed assault 
on the building. 
At th e first volley P resident Mover 
and all th e oth er officers of the fed­ 
eration, who had tak en places on the 
rostrum , dashed out of the rear door. 
An autom obile was w aiting for them 
at the back door and they hurriedly 
drove away, it is said. 
Sheriff Driscoll rushed m ore depu­ 
ties to the hall and soon IOO men 
with

everybody from the building as it was 
reported th a t the stru ctu re was about 
to be dynam ited.

It Is the use of a key 
number that does the trick. 
Travelers have noticed that their 
check numbers run into six figures, if 
they pay attention to the figures on 
their checks at all. 
It is the third of 
these units, counting back from the 
final number, that is the key to the 
whole system of distribution.

pressman who handles the baggage for 
its home distribution hands in to the 
baggage agent his mass of collected 
checks, all sorted on timt basis, and 
the baggage handlers hustle the stuff 
out with very little delay.

The aw ard will not be m ade until tw o 
years after the publication of the m em ­ 
oir in order that m athem aticians ma} 
have ample opportunity to test aud 
criticise the solution 
Tile object of these restrictions is to 
save the academy from being flooded 
with undigested m anuscrips 
It will 
only consider solutions th a t have stood 
the test of some com petent editor or 
publisher in the first place.

The men are. fur the most part, unfa j 
miliar with harvest work, but they are 
given the routine hand labor, while ex­ 
perienced men handle the binders and 
headers. 
In addition to the imported 
labor, all available local help is busy, 
(md the towns are for tile time desert­ 
ed of ablebodied laborers. 
Tile gathering of 8,000,000 acres of 
wheat in Kansas, for instance, is not 
all done at one time. The work begins 
on tbe southern border, and three or 
four weeks elapse before the army of 
workers reaches the Nebraska line. 
The wheat ripens slowly, the lower lat­ 
itudes first turning yellow. This means 
economy of time and effort, for the 
men who have first begun will go with 
the ripening of the wheat northward 
until they reach the northern limit, 
thus getting a month or more of steady 
work. 
The peculiarity of tills year’s 
wheat is that tile straw is heavy, and 
binders will be used more freely than 
in most years.
